Suffice it to say, that, in our opin- 
J ion, it has well answered the purpose for which it was 
established. It has ably vindicated the ‘‘ doctrines 
and practices ’’ of our church, and contributed largely 
to Methodize New England as to theology and meth- 
ods, and while duing this it has not been silent on the 
great moral and social questions that have agitated 
the general public during its existence. It was the 
first paper in Boston to espouse the temperance cause. 
It was the first, and for a long time the only, religious 
paper, in our church or out of it, to open its colamns 
to the free discussion of the momentous question of 
American slavery. It has been the steadfast friend 
and advocate of all our educational and benevolent 
enterprises. It has been a weekly medium of corre- 
spondence and a bond of sympathy between our scat- 
tered New England Methodists, until they have 
become a notably bomogencous people.

Office reached a high development, and its 
monthly charts, showing prevailing winds 
and currents, and locating wrecks when last 
seen, proved very serviceable to commercial 
navigators. Recently a young officer’ who 
has had charge of Marine Meteorology in this 
Oflice — Lieut. G. L. Dyer — has been sent to 
the West Indies to study the hurricanes or 
cyclones which have their origin in that re- 
gion and sweep up our coast carrying disaster 
in their track. The law of these storms is 
generally understood, but there are many un- 
settled questions concerning them. Probably 
the famous meteorologist, Padre Benito Vaies, 
knows as much about these circular storms as 
any one, and Mr. Dyer will consult with him. 








Dr. Morell Mackenzie handles without gloves the 
German physicians and their professional 
treatment, in his book, just published, on the 
case of the late Emperor Frederick. He claims 
that, though denied permission to use certain 
data allowed to his antagonists, he was not 
deceived as to the real condition of his royal 
patient. He commends the skill of Dr. Bra- 
mann, in performing the operation of trach- 
eotomy, but insists that the canula inserted 
by him was too large and of bad shape, caus- 
ing disturbance and exhaustion. It is Dr. 
Bergmann, however, with whom the English 
practitioner deals most severely. He brings 
the grave charges against him of mistaken di- 
agnosis and fatal malpractice. He declares 
that the Emperor’s *‘ death blow” was given 
on April 12, ‘‘ when a false passage made by 
Dr. Bergmann’s tube caused extensive suppu- 
ration around the trachea, which steadily 
drained away the Emperor's ee 
strength, and shortened his life at least ten 
months.” When such mighty doctors disa- 
gree, we do not know where to look for a 
competent umpire; but American sympathy 
will probably side with him in whom the late 
Emperor himself placed chief dependence — 
Sir Morell Mackenzie.

No man without convictions can long suc- 
ceed. He will tire—honor will seem trivial, 
the salary however large ‘* won’t pay,” and he 
will drop out of the ministry even while he 
remains in it. He will give up its hard, ear- 
nest thinking, study and work. He will be- 
come an hireling. A deep, godly sense of the 
manly dignity of his office and its inestimable 
importance to the world, must ring the beil 
that calis him to his study, and a spiritual 
belief in the judgment end of his work must 
assign the daily tasks and lessons after the 
school days are over. 

Upon entering the active ministry, I contin- 
ued my studies over quite an extensive field of 
subjects, not limiting myself to our theology 
and ecclesiastical forms. Deeming it impor- 
tant to know more thoroughly than one can 
learn from the brief outlinings of the schools 
what the world had been thinking about and 
doing for six thousand years, I sought those 
histories, sacred and profane, which most 
reliably and faithfully tell the story. This 
also necessitated the study of philosophy and 
science end literature; not shunning authors 
because of their religious and moral bias. For 
instance, finding much to fortify my faith by 
recogni.ing the adequate causes which they 
seem to have persistently missed in works like 
Buckle’s false theory of civilization, and,in 
those modern teachers of evolutionary science 
of whom our younger preachers can make 
better use than to attack them with pulpit 
logic and declamation furioso. In theology, 
studying our own masters from Wesley to 
Prof. Miley; in Biblical criticism, seeking a 
quite liberal list of commentators and special- 
ists, not fearing ultra-Calvinism or liberalism, 
but finding their golden mean in Methodism.

There seems to be no serious intention on the part 
of the Mormons as a body to abandon Utah 
and expatriate themselves. Some experi- 
mental colonies have been started in the State 
of Chihuahua, Mexico, but though the tract 
of land taken up there comprises 60,000 acres, 
the total number of settlers does not exceed 
600, and emigration thitherward has practi- 
cally ceased. Other colonies have located in 
Canada, but the colonists have been warned 
that to practice polygamy would class them at 
once with criminals. Meantime the ‘‘ Saints” 
are finding life hard for them at home. State- 
hood is denied them until they utterly re- 
nounce their peculiar institution, and until the 
national Constitution is so amended as to 
forbid it. Their church corporation bas been 
disselved, and its property, amounting to over 
$1,009,000, has been confiscated by the gov- 
ernment. Numbers of them are still in hiding, 
and cannot emerge without suffering the pen- 
alty of broken law. All this is hard; but, on 
the other hand, a body claiming to be religious 
and practicing infamous crimes against 
the social order, and claiming an authority 
independent of the State, must expect the 
sternest kind of repressive treatment.

temperance patience, and to patience godli- 


soul, it would tend to the temporal enrich- 
ment of our people as well. ‘The energies of 
the church are crippled through penurious- 
ness. Macedonians voice their desire for Christ 
and His Gospel by opening doors long shut to 
Christian work and influence, by attention to 
the truth proclaimed, by co-operation in plans 
proposed by missionaries for their spiritual 
emancipation, and often by the direct request 
for instruction in the things which they know 
they need, but do not understand. 

The church pays its doctors’ bills, and gro- 
cers’ bills, and dress bills, and pleasure bills, 
and tobacco bills, and pays just as little as it 
can consistent with decency on its benevolent 
bills. A pastor told me once that he gave $50 
to help bring up the benevolent collections of 
his church. There is little or no recognition 
of our indebtedness to God. 

Now, is there not a deep, broad, underlying 
cause for this lack of self-denial, spirituality 
and liberality? I believe there is, and I believe 
that cause consists in the second point which 
I shall make in my treatment of this topic : —

A great deal of interest was naturally taken 
during the summer in the new time-limit, as 
the Fali Conference was to be the first to de- 
cide its practical effect. Many thought it 
would result in a shorter average term, but 
speculation has now given way to facts that 
lie in black and white before us. Dr. Giffin, 
of Union Chapel, Covington, Ky., was invited 
in the summer to return for the fourth year, 
and consented todo so; but our Conference 
has closed, and all the preachers who had fin- 
ished their three years. with two or three ex- 
ceptions, have made a change.

There were four Bishops present — Bishops 
Warren, Joyce, Taylor and Thoburn — and if 
every man did not get a good appointment, it 
was not from any lack of episcopal supervis- 
ion. Bishop Warren presided, and his sermon 
on Sunday, from the Jast eight verses of the 
third chapter of Ephesians, was both a mosaic 
and a’ masterpiece. 

Bishop Taylor held his audience for two 
hours with his story of Africa, and it may be 
safely said tha® in whatever light the preach- 
ers regard their other episcopal superiors, 
they look on him as the greatest of modern 
heroes. 

Bishop Thcburn was not heard from the 
pulpit, but preached in the city just before 
Conference, after a month’s confinement from 
a painful accident. He is greatly beloved here, 
aud Cincinnatians claim this as his home. 

Dr. T. C. Liiff, of the Utah Missions, who is 
Kast in the interest of che proposed Utah Uni- 
versity, wes present the first day, and capti- 
vated the Conference by his elcquent address- 
es.

It is said that the prayer-meeting is the 
pulse of the church. Going upon that hypotb- 
esis, would not a careful observer conclude, 
from the weakness of the pulse, that there 
was impaired action of the heart? I would 
like to have correct statistics regarding the 
relation prayer-meeting attendance bears to 
the roll of membership. I think the attend- 
ance would not average more than one fourth. 
‘The excuses offered are often such as to make 
those who offer them ashamed. Social claims 
are attended to. Entertainments are seldom 
slighted, while pressure of business is a con- 
venient mantle often made use of to cover 
spiritual chilliness. How few dare meet God 
face to face with the excuses given to men? 
No excuse is valid that cannot be whispered 
into His ear. Has it not been the experience 
of every pastor that in times of commercial 
depression retrenchment began at the house 
of God? 

How many churches can be counted in the 
East Maine Conference whose pews are sur- 
rendered at the commencement of the vacation 
season, and the current expenses are left to 
go on a vacation as well as the recent holders? 
If you have none such, happy are ye, for I 
have known such elsewhere. How . many 
church members to-day come up to the stand- 
ard of the Scribes and Pharisees in point of 
liberality, giving a tenth of all their income to 
the support of God’s cause? If we could get 
our people to do that, we would soon be 
ashamed to be heard talking about the million- 
dollar line, and would not only talk about it, 
but would give three or four millions. Let us 
look at some figures: Take an average church 
membership which, we shail say, amounts to 
200 members. Now it is not placing the mark 
very high to say that the average earnings 
will amount to $4100 a year. Some, of course, 
do not earn as much, many earn more. Here, 
then, you have $80,000, one-tenth of which 
belongs to God. That means $8,000. But

When nations wake up to these facts, 
as they are sure in the end to do, they 
often deal with this brigand of the 
desert a very summary manner.

| Read St. James again; it will do you 


good. ‘The brief epistle is a summary 
of sound, sturdy, living Christianity. 
There is no sneer at faith in the sharp 
challenge of an intellectual opinion 
which being unharnessed with moral 
conviction has no power to move the 
hands of a man or shut his lips from 
gossip or wrath. This St. James re- 
ligion makes a man work; restrains 
him from selfish living, and makes his 
experience precious to his neighbors. 
They like to get a glimpse at the fires 
which run this human engine. We have 
heard of men whose “‘ experience ” could 
not be eloquently told within twenty 
miles of home. We have known of 
men whose wives biushed when they 
heard the strange story in meeting — 
nothing in domestic life had suggested 
this blazing tire of devotion. 

We are not criticising; we are en- 
forcing a lesson. An ounce of St. James 
religion is worth a ton of spasms and 
eloquence and — do-lessness. ‘The ounce 
works like a leaven in meal and trans- 
forms the man and his fellows; the ton 
is only material for a brush fire which 
has no function except to destroy the 
brush. The effectual and fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much. But 
note that “righteous man;” as if St. 
James foreknew some shifty dead-faith 
people who are not righteous though 
they are fervent and in a sense effect- 
ual. The truth is, that there is never 
any question of the piety of a man who 
acts as St. James writes. If he keeps 
the whole law, is without respect of 
persons, suffers patiently, keeps the 
peace of the church, commits no one 
of the sins of the lip, and in one word 
is ‘* righteous” while actively merciful 
and faithful— keeping himself unspotted 
from the world—nobody will question 
the ge.uineness of his faith. 

One man recently said of a neighbor: 
‘‘He is a very nice man if you don’t 
have any business to do with him.” 
What a slash was that into a man 
whose religion is vain! What if sinners 
have to warn each other not to have 
business with particular Christians? 
What if a man’s religion cannot be 
found in his own house’ What if the 





selfishness, greed and bad management 
of the priests; but the better people 
of these States have become aroused, 
and are determined to exclude the 
priests from control in all civil and 
educational matters. Do the priests 
in America propose to muke themselves 
as odious to the free people as are those | 
in South America? Do they wish the 
American people to deal with them in 
the same summary way? We shall see. 








“UNOCCUPIED MINISTERS AND 
CHURCHES.” 

We take our title from a recent ed- 

itorial in the Evangelist, the able repre- 





sentative of the Presbyterian denomi- 
nation. That system of church gov-| 
ernme.t is must admirable in many re-| 
spects. That it fails of reaching the| 
ideal, is most frankly and painfully | 
confessed, as will appear by the para-| 
graph which we shall quote. It is 
found that Presbyterianism is insufli- 
cieut where Methodism best succeeds. 
We can station our ministry and cupply 
our churches, and Presbyterianism can- : 
not. in the two lines of religious econ- 
omy most essential to success, the itin- | 
erant system is sufficient. We some- 
times think that these important points 
in Our system are more gratefully ap- 
preciated by the observ.ng of other 
denominations than by many of our 
own people. We have go long enjoyed 
the benefits of the system in working 
every minister and supplying every 
church, that we cannot properly realize 
what the situation would be in grievous 
embarrassment if a large proportion 
of our ministry were unemployed and 
many of our churches left unsupplied. 
It is well for any who become restive 
under the itineraney, tu rcflect upon 
these important facts. ‘These are the 
frank Lut emphatic words of the Evan- 
gelist: — 

It isa great and sad defect in our 
Presbyterian system, that it has no ap- 
pointed, and so authorized agency for 
bringing together our unoccupied min- 
isters and vacant churches. We have 
between four and five hundred of the 
former, most of them excellent and 
able men, now providentially out of 
the pastorate— men as able and faith- 
ful and spiritual as any who are in it, 
who cannot speak for themselves, and 
who are saddened and despondent that 
they are not engaged in their loved and 
chosen work of the ministry, though of 
all things they most long to be engaged 
in ministerial service for the Master. 
And so we have between twelve and 
thirteen hundred vacant churches, more 
or less losing, if nut suffering, for want 
of faithful pastors, while we have no 
systematic and authorized agepcy for 
aiding them to supply themselves with 
a settled ministry. By the Methodist 
system every church has its minister, 
aud every minister has his church, 
unless he is disabled by sickness or 
the infirmities of age, in which case he 
is placed on the retired or superan- 
nuated list, with comfortable provision 
for support to the end of his days.”

He 
is not blamed because he belongs to the 
church, but because he is dishonest, 
unmanly, passionate or revengeful — 
or, in one word, an unrighteous man by 
the St. James standard. 


Are we harsh? Look here at what 
St. James says: **Yeask ... that ye 
may consume it upon your lusts.” That 
is to say, you pray for blessings in order 
that you may sin in the use of them. 
That cuts to and through the bone. 
There were peopie ‘that bad” then; 
there are now, doubtless. ‘Their re- 
ligion is so utterly van, so deceived 
and deceitful are their heartz, that they 
imagine they have some kind of claim 
on the Almighty for the means to 


gratify their sinful desires. Let us 
examine ourselves whether we be in 
the faith by the St. James tests.

go down to the bottom of us, and they 
compel us to look steadfastly at our- 
selves in the mirror of the law. Let us 
be ashamed not to face the searching 
light of that scrutiny.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

Vermont Methodism. 

With much of the zest and joy which the 
man has who is returning to the fund and 
memorable home of his childhood, the writer 
left Boston for a few days with Vermont 
Methodists. Three district preachers’ meet- 
ings were so arranged that we cculd look in 
upon all of them. 

The first was at Springfield, Vt. Rev. R. 
L. Bruce is stationed at this old and desirable 
charge. Here we met many of the older 
brethren and some of the younger who have 
come into the Conference to do excellent work 
since we emigrated. Rev. R. Morgan, the 
presiding elder, is the same genial Christian 
gentleman that be has always been, and seems 
specially adapted to the work of superintend- 
ence to which he bas been so long called. 
Rey. H. W. Worthen, the Nestor of the Con- 
ference, Rev. J. S. Little, and Rev. Joseph 
Hamilton gave us most cordial welcome. The 
writer was once pastor of this church during 
the session of an Annual Conference, and in- 
troduced to representatives of the oflicial board 
as such by the presiding elder; but Bishop 
Gilbert Haven, in the last hour of the session, 
asserted his prercgative, and substituted 
Montpelier as our home. Springfield gained 
instead Bro. N. F. Perry, who did such ex- 
cellent work for them, It may not be known 
that Rev. R. L. Bruce is eminent as a writer 
of fiction, but those who enjoy so much our 
family page, will be convinced of the fact in 
our next issue. 

From Springdeld we went to Williamstown. 
In this romantic rural town a goodly number 
of preachers had gathered. Rev. A. B. Truax 
is the successful presiding elder. Rev. F. W. 
Hamblin is pastor, and is especially com- 
mended for the thoughtful and practical ser- 
mons which he preaches. Rev. W. J. Kidder, 
with great tact and earnest labor, secured the 
church and parsonage for this charge. The 
best word we can say of him is that he is just 
as yourg in spirit and fellowship as when we 
first knew him. We have a story that we 
love to tell of him, and will give it to our 
readers some time, but impatient compositors 
will not wait at this delayed writing. Rev.

The paragraph en- 
tire reads as follows: — 


**T wish to say that the Methodist Episccpal 
Church, as a church, knows nothing about 
party, nor does its administration applaud or 
punish men for their political ¢ffiliations. To 
do so would be to make Cbrist’s kingdom a 
worldly kiugdom. Every man, lay or clerical, 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church is at fall 
liberty to belong to any party in which he 
thinks be can best honor God and the State in 
his personal capacity. Our pastors and pre- 
siding elders are at fall liberty to believe in 
and advocate the principles of their party, not 
in the pulpit, but in private conversation, and, 
governed by the law of Christian expediency, 
on the platform. But no pastor or presiding 
elder ought, in my judgment, to complicate 
his relations by being the candidate of any 
political party whatever, not because he has 
lost his rights as au individual by becoming a 
minister, but because he embarrasses and en- 
tangles, by nis candidacy, his work as a shep- 
herd of Christ’s flock.”
